History  of  the  Southern  States  Mission, 

.luue.  188(l,  Sister  Sarah  Cliurcli,  iif 
Utah,  visited  the  south,  and  while  tints 
engaged  made  a  nuuiiier  of  appoiutmouts 
to  preach,  bearing  her  testimony  to  the 
Gospel  as  revealed  through  Joseph  Smith. 
She  traveled  through  portions  of  Tennes- 
see   aud    Mississippi. 

Elder  James  Milliard,  laboring  iu  Au- 
taug.1  county,  Alabama,  reported  cousid- 
erable  opposition  to  the  work  in  his  coun- 
ty, Init  a  corresponding  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  honest  seeker  after  righteous- 
ness aud  many  friends  made. 

During   the   mouth   of   July    in   1S81)   a 
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branch  of  the  church  was  organized  near 
Kelton,  in  Haralson  county.  Georgi.i,  with 
a  membership  of  twelve  persons,  by  Klder 
Solomon  C.  Stephens.  The  baptism  of 
live  persons  in  White  county.  Georgia, 
under  the  administration  of  Elder  T.  H. 
Howard  and  Elder  H.  G.  Boyle,  reported 
a  well  attended  conference  at  Cans 
Creek,  ^laur.v  county,  Tennessee.  .'i(!0 
people  being  present,  with  ten  local  Kl- 
ders,  It  which  a  liberal  shower  of  the 
spirit  prevailed.  A  Priesthood  meeting 
was  held  on   the  top  of   Pilot   mouutain, 


with  the  Elders,  which  was  mm-h  enjoyed 
li.v  those  iu  attendance. 

The  mouth  of  August  passed  off  with- 
out special  incident  other  than  reports 
of  baptisms  from  Bedford  county,  Vir- 
ginia, also  iu  Polk  count}-,  Georgia,  and 
Lawrence  c(junty.  Kentuik.v,  jud  the 
usual  quota  of  opposition  from  the  clergy 
in   various  portions. 

September  also  was  devoid  of  any  spe- 
cial incidents  except  the  organization  of 
a  branch  at  Ivodi.  in  Montgomery  county, 
Mississippi,  ami  freipieut  rei>orts  of  bap- 
tisms,  much  triveling  ami  preaching. 

Octolber  opens  up  witli  a  reixjrt  from 
B'lder  Joseph  B.  Keeler.  of  Provo,  visil- 
in.g  White  county,  in  Georgia,  where  lie 
had  oiiciied  up  a  new  territor.v.  preach- 
ing, trading,  and  a  very  encouraging  out- 
look thereabouts;  in  addition  to  this.  Kl- 
der S.  C.  Stephenson  reported  the  bap- 
tism of  live  persons  in  Haralson  county, 
Georgia.  An  iccessioiv  of  new  Elders 
from  i^alt  Lake  City  was  reported.  Dur- 
ing the  latter  part  of  October  a  mob  of 
nillians  gathered  in  Laurence  county, 
Georgia,  and  took  Elders  Gordon  S.  Bills 
and  Ilauiel  Deusley  from  their  beds  and 
forcibly  cirried  them  across  the  country 
into  a  dense  growth  of  trees,  where  prcp- 
arati(uis  had  been  made  tf>  hang  lliem, 
roiies  aud  suitable  trees  having  been  se- 
lected for  their  nefarious  purposes,  but 
on  their  arrival  some  (piestion  irose  as 
to  some  of  the  dastardly  details,  ovei" 
which  there  was  considerable  wrangling, 
during  which  a  man  and  woman,  friends 
of  the  Elders,  ma(k'  their  appeamnce  on 
the  scene,  thus  frightening  the  gang  so 
greatly  that  they  lied  fnuii  their  pres- 
ence, leaving  the  Elders  iu  s,ifcty  and 
convincing  them  that  the  r.,ord  had  mir- 
aculously interposed  in  their  behalf 
against  n  mob  of  wicked  men. 

Nov.  •-'.  l.^SO.  Elders  M.  V.  Cowley  and 
Jacob  G.  Bigler,  Jr.,  left  Salt  Lake  City 
to  labor  as  missionaries  in  the  Southern 
states.  They  journeyed  together  as  far 
as  Nashville,  Tonn..  wiiero  Elder  Bigler. 
by  counsel  of  President  John  Morgan, 
went  to  Kentucky  is  his  field  of  labor. 
I'.lder  Cowley  went  south  to  Chattanooga, 
where,  according  to  instructions  from 
President  Morgan,  he  awaited  the  arrival 
of  emigrating  Saints  from  Georgia.  Ala- 
bama   ind   Virginia.     Elder   Cowley   had 
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boon  appiiiiiitcd  to  accompany  this  \Hii\y 
of  Saints  to  San  I.uis  Valli'.v.  the  localioii 
selected  for  the  SouthiM'n  Sainis  to  colo- 
nize. Klder  Cowley  ai'iivcil  in  Challa- 
no0};a  Xov.  !)  and'  rcnMiiic<l  lliere  jnst 
nine  days  while  tlic  Sainis  were  collect- 
io}:  from  (Jcoi-fjia  and  otlu'V  iwiimts.  lu 
arvansin^  transpoi'lalion,  looking  after 
till'  liaKKase  of  the  Saints  and  tlu-ir  y;cn- 
iTil  welfare,  Klder  (owley  was  constant- 
ly and  Kenci'ously  ass-islcd  liy  Kd  V.  Sis- 
son,  travi'lin;;  passenger  a^cnt  for  the 
St.  Lonis,  Iron  Mnnnlr.in  and  Southern 
road.  He  also  .icconi'i)anicd  them  to  ^St. 
Louis,  interesting  himself  to  the  utmost 
for  the  comfort  and  well  beinK  of  the 
Saints.  He  was  an  old-time  friend  of 
President  John  Morgan  and  his  unlimited 
and  unchanging  kindness  to  the  Saints 
entitle  him  to  honorable  remembrance, 
and  let  his  name  be  recorded  and  em- 
blazoned forever  on  the  face  of  The 
Southern  Star.  At  10:45  a.  m.,  Nov.  18, 
18S0,  they  left  Chattanooga  for  Colorado 
over  the  Nashville,  Chatt.xnooga  and  St. 
Louis  road  direct  to  Nashville,  thence 
west  to  Columbus,  Ky.  Ait  Huntington. 
Tenn.,  they  were  joined  by  aibont  fifty- 
seven  men,  women  and  children  from 
Henderson  county,  Tennessee.  Ihey 
were  conducted  to  Huntington  by  Klder 
rranklin  Spencer.  This  'body  of  Saints 
had  tirst  been  converted  to  the  principles 
of  the  Oospcl,  faith,  repentance,  Ijaplism, 
laying  on  of  hands,  gathering  millennium, 
he.iling  the  sick,  etc.,  by  a  mysterious 
preacher,  giving  his  name  as  Robt.  Edge. 
As  Mr.  Edge  would  not  baptize  them, 
and  yet  taught  the  necessity  thereof,  ;iud 
told  them  if  he  had  not  authority  to  do 
so  there  were  men  on  the  earth  who  had, 
they  learned  by  the  accusation  of  ene- 
mies, that  Mr.  Edge's  te.iching  was  noth- 
ing more  nor  less  than  Mormonism;  tbey 
set  out  to  find  some  Elders.  They  learned 
of  Ekkn-s  George  Carver  and  Hyrnm 
Belknap  in  Tennessee,  and  sent  for  them. 
These  Elders  baptized  all  of  Mr.  Edge's 
converts  who  were  old  enough,  with  one 
or  two  exceptions.  Jlr.  Edge  went  by 
inspiration.  He  never  inquired  the  way 
to  any  point.  He  always  knew  what  to 
do,  asking^  no  counsel  from  any  man. 
Many  sick  were  healed  through  his  ad- 
ministration, some  who  had'  been  invalids 
for  years. 

Friday,  Nov.  19,  they  were  jc>incd  at  Co- 
lumbus, Kentucky,  by  nineteen  souls  from 
Mississippi.  Elder  John  W.  Gibson,  of 
North  Ogden,  came  with  them  to  Co- 
lumbus. This  addition  gave  us  a  com- 
pany of  117  souls,  men,  women  and  chil- 
dren. A  pleasant  journey  was  had 
throughout,  going  by  the  way  of  St. 
Louis,  Kansas  City  and  Pueblo.  The 
company  arrived  in  JIanassa,  Colo.,  Mon- 
day morning,  Nov.  22,  1880,  and  were 
kindly  received  by  the  Saints  of  that 
place.  This  compiny  was  among  the 
early  settlers  of  Manassa.  only  a  few 
companies  having  preceded  them  to  that 
place.  After  a  few  days'  visit,  Elder 
Cowley  returned  to  the  south,  and  at 
St.  Louis  joined  E.lder  John  W.  T.iylor, 
these  two  Elders  having  been  assigned 
as  'traveling  companions.  They  wore  ap- 
pointed by  President  Morgan  to  labor 
in  Terrell  county,  Georgia,  and  as  far  as 
can  be  learned,  were  the  first  Elders  to 
introduce  the  Gospel  into  that  section  of 
Southwest  Georgia.  They  arrived  in 
Dawson  Dec.  14,  ISSO.  and  were  kindly 
received  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Rey- 
nolds, who  had  relatives  in  the  cliurch  in 
North    Georgia.      From    this    point    the 


i;idcrs  extended  their  labors  into  various 
puts  of  the  county  and  into  Randolph. 
The  ilimale  was  sickly,  abounding  in 
niabn-lal  swamps,  so  that  in  early  spring 
Pri'sidcnt  Mcrgan  counseled  the  I'Mder.s  to 
flo  norlh  to  Clayton  count.v.  During  their 
stay  they  made  many  friends,  md  iiap- 
tizi'd  two  ladies,  .Mrs.  Xannie  <'<ixw"ll 
and  her  (laughter,  Mrs.  Nancy  Mcl/'U- 
dun.  Ihe  latter  niiw  resides  in  Logan, 
Utah,  'he  I'ornu'r  being  .Mgi'd,  died  in  the 
state  of  (ieorgia. 

Agreeil/lo  to  counsel  of  President  .Mor- 
gan, these  Elders  went  to  Clayton  coun- 
ty Aiu-il  14,  1.S81,  where  they  found  three 
niem'liers  of  the  church,  Brother  ]y.  T.  D. 
.McKinney,  his  w'ife  and  mother.  They 
labored  in  Clayton,  Henry  and  C'amiibcll 
counties  a  few  months,  making  many 
friends  and  baptising  one  soul,  a  Miss 
McKinney.  From  this  point  they  were 
invited  to  attend  conference  in  ILiralson 
county,  Georgia,  where  they  met  Pre^id  nt 
M'organ  and  most  of  ttie  Elders  of  the 
Georgia  and  Alabama  Conferences.  In 
Clayton  county  Elders  W.  J.  PackiT  and 
h'amuel  Bills  also  labored  for  a  short 
time.  After  conference  the  Elders  were 
assigned  new  companions.  Elders  Taylor 
and  Packer  laboring  in  Polk,  Elders  Cow- 
ley, Houston,  Parkinson  and  Bean  in 
Floyd.  Early  in  September,  18S1,  Eiders 
Cowley  and  Parkinson  were  sent  to  la- 
bor in  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  where  a 
small  branch  of  the  churcli  had  bteu  in 
oiistence  for  some  time,  presided  over  l)y 
Andrew   Burnum. 

(Note— St.  Louis  was  part  of  the  South- 
ern States  Mission  at  this  time,  hence 
we  note  the  labors  of  Elders  there.  In 
later  years  it  eliminated  from  the  South- 
ern  States   Mission   proper. — Ed.) 

The  Saints  rented  a  hall,  1310  Broad- 
way, where  they  held  Sunday  school  and 
meetings  each  Sabbath.  The  attendance 
was  very  light.  During  the  week-days 
they  labored  in  private,  visiting  friends 
from  house  to  house  and  making  sume 
new  friends.  They  labored  ten  numlhs 
in  St.  Louis;  Elder  Cowley  the  entire 
time,  Elders  Parkinson,  Howe  and  Gla- 
zier portions  of  the  time;  the  latter 
named  having  been  called  to  England 
early  in  18S2.  During  the  spring  of  ISSl! 
I'Tesident  Morgian  and  Eider  Cowley  ac- 
companied another  body  of  Saints  to  Ma- 
nassa,  Colo.  About  the  time  that  Elders 
Cowley  and  Parkinson  came  to  St.  Louis 
Kilder  John  W.  Taylor  was  removed  from 
the  Georgia  to  the  Kentucky  Conference, 
where  he,  with  other  Elders,  performed 
a  most  excellent  work  in  Butler,  Muhlen- 
burg  and  other  counties  until  the  spring 
of  1882,  when  Elder  Taylor  was  released 
to  return  home. 

During  the  labors  of  the  Elders  in  St. 
Louis  their  meetings  were  advertised  reg- 
ularly Id  the  St.  Louis  G-lobe-Democrat 
and  the  Missouri  Repuiblican.  The  col- 
umns of  the  former  were  liberally  thrown 
open  for  the  communications  of  the  El- 
ders. During  the  winter  of  '81-82  the 
anti-polygamy  furore  was  at  its  height 
throughout  the  nation;  agitated  chiefly  by 
sectarian  priests.  A  large  meeting  was 
held  in  St.  Louis  in  the  First  Congrega- 
tional church  for  the  purpose  of  petition- 
ing congress  to  pass  more  stringent  anti- 
ilormon  laws.  The  meeting  was  pre- 
sided over  and  addressed  by  preachers 
and  one  or  two  lawyers.  The  addresses 
were  bitter.  It  had  been  previously  an- 
nounced that  all  decominations  might  be 
represented  but  the  Mormons.  Mrs.  Vir- 
ginia L.  Miner,  a  non-Mormon,  asked  the 


privilege  to  speak,  presumably  hi  defeuse 
of  the  rights  of  the  .Mormon  people,  hut 
was  denied.  The  diainnan  of  the  meet- 
ing announced  that  the  iinestion  was  not 
to  be  discussed  pro  ami  con.  upon  lis 
merits.  The  [leople  had  rendered  the 
vi'rdict,  and  they  wc-re  simply  there  to 
remolistrate  against  the  practices  of  the 
Mor«nou  peojde  and  petition  congress  to 
act  against  them.  Itesolutions  werc> 
franu'd  and  when  the  vote  for  adoption 
was  called  a  great  many  of  the  congre- 
gation did  not  responil  in  tlie  allirmalive 
and  the  negative  vote  was  not  called  tor. 

A  reply  to  the  false  assertions  of  the<i' 
ministers  and  lawyers  was  written  by 
Elder  Cowley  and  co-laborers  .-ind  was 
[lublished  in  full  in  the  columns  of  the 
Globe-Democrat  with  no  unfavorable 
comment. 

During  the  ten  mouths'  labor  of  the 
Elders  in  St.  Louis  sixteen  persons  were 
added  to  the  church,  four  of  whom  had 
previously  ibeen  in  the  church,  but  Ivad 
fallen  away  and  joined  themselves  to  the 
Reorganized  ciiurch.  Early  in  July,  1832, 
Elder  Cowley  was  released  to  return 
liome.  and  the  .St.  Louis  lield  was  left  in

A  Curious  Visitation.

Tho.  talk  of  our  whole  community  is 
the  great  and  innumerable  armj'  of  curi- 
ous grasshoppers  that  is  now  invading 
certain  portions  of  Crenshaw  county,  the 
like  of  which  has  jrever  before  liecn  seen 
in  the  recollection  of  the  oldest  citizens. 
They  are  from  3  1-2  inches  in  length  to 
1-2  inch,  large  black  grasshoppers,  and 
some  say  that  they  cKn  go  without  eating 
or  drinking  anything  at  all  for  ten  days 
and  seem   fully   as   alive  as  ever. 

Some  say  that  their  wings  have  curious 
letters  or  characters  upon  them  similar 
to  those  of  the  English  alphabet;  they, 
have  not  been  deciphered  as  yet. 

Their  train  is  known  to  be  six  or  eight 
miles  long  and  about  two  miles  wide; 
and  no  one  knows  how  much  longer. 
They  are  coming  from  the  direction  of 
.Middie  Florida  and  are  now  on  the  west- 
ern side  of  this  county,  in  the  communi- 
ties of  Black  Itock  Church,  Honoraville 
■and  Glass'  Store.  Some  have  been  taken 
up  during  the  cold  days  we  have  re- 
cently had,  frozen  stiff,  and  upon  being 
thawed  by  the  fire  they  seem  to  be  as 
well  as  ever. 

They  are  ravaging  the  country  wherever 
they  go,  eating  absolutely  everything  in 
their  road  that  is  green.  Gardens,  O'at 
and  wheat  fields,  all  green  growth,  and 
even  pine  straw  is  eagerly  devoured  by 
them,  still  their  appetite  seems  never  to 
be   satisfied 

Tliey  do  not  seem  to  move  forward  in 
a  hurry,  but  are  stopped  in  the  before- 
mentioned  commundties. 

Much  excitement  prevails  on  account 
of  them,  and  some  think  they  are  a  plague 
sent  by  the  Lord. 

(_ine  noticeable  fact  I  have  observed  is 
they  are  located  along  in  that  part  of 
the  county  from  which  Elders  Flam  and 
Crr  and  other  Elders  were  driv.Mi  some 
years  ago.  If  you  desire  to  do  so  and 
think  it  of  sufficient  interest,  you  may 
give  place  in  The  Star.  I  am  not  per- 
sonally cognizant  of  the  correctness  of 
the  statement  given,  but  have  been  told 
by  reliable  parties,  who  have  witnessed 
tlie  phenomenon. 
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Is  the  Book  of  Mormon  An  Inspiration?

A  t,'i'i'at  tk'al  has  Ijecii  said  and  wriiti'ii 
in  (iiipijsition  to  the  aiithfulii-ity  of  tlie 
Hook  of  Mormon  by  lits  opponents,  liut 
I  here  lias  never  been  a  single  fact  pro- 
duced to  corrol)orate  tlieir  fallable  :ind 
wild   statements. 

Tliey  have  resorle<l  !(>  all  kinds  nf  :al- 
lacions  reasoning  and  stigniatic  asser- 
tions, accusing  the  author  oC  every  im- 
aginable crime,  denonni  ing  the  Hook  of 
Mormon  as  being  erroneous  and  a  fabri- 
cated lie  wrilli'U  only  lo  (h'ceive  I  he  pub- 
lic. 

niey  have  succeeded  in  arousing  a 
great  deal  of  prejudice  among  the  biased 
and  unstable  minds,  who  jump  at  asser- 
tions and  arrive  at  conclusions  without 
investigating  the  pros  and  cons  of  a  sub- 
ject 

But  the  diy  has  passed  when  the  snai) 
of  the  linger  or  shake  of  the  head  will 
put  to  llight  a  principle  that  involves  the 
veracity  of  auotlier  without  a  thorough, 
systematic  and  elaborate  investigation. 
Then  if  the  iirinoiples  are  found  to  be 
erroneous  they  should  be  presented  to  the 
public  in  a  candid  and  not  vindictive  way. 

They  say  this  book  is  only  a  fabricated 
narrative  woven  by  .x  vivid  or  over-active 
imagination.  But  this  is  contrary  to  the 
development  of  the  author,  as  he  was 
neither  dreamy  nor  imaginative,  but  pliilo- 
sophical  in  the  extreme.  The  power  of 
originality  was  not  prominently  marked 
in  him,  but  he  was  in  i>ossession  of  th.ise 
prophetic  faculties  that  characterize  the 
individuality  of  every   biblical  prophet. 

The  pre-natal  environments  that  .sur- 
rounded his  premature  developments 
would,  from  a  natural  standpoint,  have 
militated  against  a  high  intellectual  de- 
velopment. His  parents,  at  the  time  of 
his  birth,  were  in  very  limited  circum- 
stances and  were  compelled  to  labor  dili- 
gently to  provide  their  family  with  the 
requisites  of  lite.  As  soon  as  Josepli  was 
old  enough  he  was  compelled  to  assist  in 
the  labors  of  the  farm.  School  facilities 
at  that  time  were  very  poor  and  he  did 
not  have  the  advantage  of  even  i  common 
school  education.  His  knowiedge  of 
geography  was  conlined,  practically  speak- 
ing, to  the  boundary  lines  of  his  fa  tiler's 
farm.  In  fact,  the  best  educated  men  of 
that  day  knew  very  little  about  the  geog- 
raphy of  the  American  continent.  The 
science  of  archeology  was  then  in  its  in- 
fancy. And  if  by  chance  a  prehistoric 
city  or  the  capacious  ruins  of  an  old  tem- 
ple were  discovered  it  was  thought  they 
figured  only  in  the  antiquity  of  thi'  red 
man.  Never  dreaming  lint  this  conti- 
nent was  iniiabited  by  a  highly  cultured 
race  of  people  until  Joseph  Smith  had 
tr.iusiated  the  Book  of  Mormon. 

it  descrilies  their  rise  and  fall  in  so- 
cial, religious  and  politic.il  life.  Their 
strife  and  contentions;  wars  and  pesti- 
lence; their  prosperit.v  and  adversity;  de- 
scribing the  localiion  of  their  various 
cities,  industries,  etc.,  so  clearly  that 
archeologists  are  ible  to  locate  suc;e-s- 
fiilly  every  available  city,  and  as  they 
uncover  them  the.v  find  indisputable  evi- 
dence to  verify  this  book.

You  cannot  draw  water  from  an  empty 
well,  neither  can  yon  draw  from  an  uu- 
stored  mind  such  results.  If  this  work 
was  fabricrited  by  a  vivid  or  over  activ<' 
imagination,  why  did  his  imaginative 
powers  commence  and  cease  with  this 
volume? 

If,  withiin  himself,  he  was  able  to  pro- 
duce such  a  book,  he  surely  would  have 
been  able  to  write  more,  for  the  same 
mental  power  that  had  assisted  him 
would  not  have  deserted  him  so  myste- 
riously if  it  were  a  production  of  indi- 
vidual mentality. 

Truth  is  invulnerable  and  had  there 
not  been  diivine  inspiration  in  the  com- 
pilation of  this  volume  it  never  could 
have  been  so  successfully  surrounded  by 
truths  as  to  make  it  so  impervious  to  the 
machinations  of  its  oneniies.  The  tor- 
rents of  S'lrcasm  down  on  it  or  the  wild 
accusations  of  malignancy  may  lash  its 
shores,  but  when  the  cloud  rises  it  will 
be  left  more  brilliant  than  before.  If 
anybody  desires  to  know  whether  this 
book  is  true  or  not,  obey  its  doctrine,  and 
they  will  know  whether  it  be  of  Ood  or 
man.

We  ai-e  often  reniinileil  of  the  aphor- 
ism, "That  perseinlion  is  the  heritajjo 
of  tile  Satints."  Tliis  is  so  true  that  it 
would  not  be  wronK  to  eall  it  Scripture. 

Kven  tlic  world  reeoj;nize.s  the  fact  that 
as  soon  as  a  man  or  woman  obeys  the 
(Jospel  of  Cbrist  they  are  that  moment 
snbjeet  to  the  seolTs  of  a  cruel  world.  It 
is  so  plain  to  many  that  they  shudder  at 
till'  thon^'lit  of  being  a  Christian  (by  the 
word  Christian  is  mcMmt  a  true  follo\ver 
of  Christ),  and,  as  of  old,  they  halt  be- 
Iwi^en  two  opinions. 

Isaiiali  said  an  ensign  would  be  raised 
on  the  tops  of  the  moun'taius. — ^Isa.  v. :26; 

Webster  defines  an  ensign  as  a 
signal.  As  the  ensign  was  ty  be  raised 
in  the  latter  days  it  seems  that  all  man- 
kind have  'turned  their  eyes  to  the  uioun- 
Inins,  no  doubt  watching  for  the  ensign. 
Which  is  a  sigtval  to  the  one-third  that 
was  cast  ont  of  heaven  (Rev.  xii.:4-9), 
to  array  themselves  against  the  truth. 
.•\nd  as  oppressors  in  war,  they  rage  be- 
cause it  is  an  ensign  of  freedom.

He  knows  full  well  that  the  time  is  nigh 
at  hand  when  He  to  whom  vengeuiee  be- 
longs (Rom.  xii.:19)  is  going  to  answer 
the  prayers  of  the  slain.  Rev.  vi.;9-10. 
And  he  as  one  who  as  a  firm  believer  in 
his  own  doctrine,  has  concluded  he  might 
"as  well  be  hung  for  stealing  a  sheep  as 
a  lamb." 

The  frst  account  we  have  of  satan 
here  on  earth  he  was  endeavoring  to 
bring  reproach  upon  our  foreparents;

eous Abel,  probably  one  who  was  crying 
for  vengeance  unto  the  Lord  from  lie- 
neath  the  altar. 

We  might  turn  to  many  instances  of 
persecution  such  as  the  trials  of  Noah, 
or  of  just  Lot  in  Sudoin,  Moses  and  Aaron 
by  Jannes  and  .Tambres,  the  lash  upon 
the  Israelites  when  in  bondage.  Elijah 
when  by  the  brook  Cberifh,  .Job  with  his 
boils,  David  when  runniing  from  Saul,  the 
Israelites  by  <the  PhiiUstines,  Daniel 
when  cast  in  the  lions'  den,  the  Hebrew 
children  when  cast  in  tht>  furnace,  .John 
the  Baptist  when  beheaded,  Rachel  weep- 
ing for  her  children,  the  Lord  when  cru- 
citied,  Paul  when  stoned,  .lames  killed  by 
the  sword,  John  banished  to  the  Isle  of 
I'atmos,  Peter  crucified  with  his  hi  ad 
downward,  Stephen  stoned 'to  death;  Paul 
bin-ding  the  Siints.  Justin  Martyr  burned 
to  death,  the  persecutions  of  Nero  and 
l>omitian,  and  others,  Paul  and  Silas  east 
in    the    prison.      There   are   hundreds    of 


other  instances  I  might  TcU-r  to,  iuit,  like 
the  servant  of  old,  time  will  not  permit. 
But  these  will  suffice  to  show  that  a  child 
of  tJod  never  persecutes,  and  th.it  ill 
such  things  arc  from  the  falher  of  lies. 

It  was  this  same  dragon  who  leads 
mobs  tliat  caused  the  people  to  complain 
because  Jcdin  came  neillier  e.-iting  bn-ad 
nor  drinking  wine;  and  said  he  had  a 
ilevil.  And  because  Jesus  came  eating 
and  drinking:  tliey  called  Him  a  glulton- 
ous  man,  and  a  wine  bibber,  .a  friend  of 
publicans  and   sinners."     Luke   vii.:o;j-84. 

We  would  advise  the  world  as  did  Gam- 
aliel, trouble  no  man  because  of  Iris  faith, 
for  if  it  be  of  man  or  of  the  devil  it  will 
surely  come  to  naught:  and  if  it  be  of 
God  great  will  be  our  condemnation  for 
kicking  against  the  pricks. 

The  poet  says: 

"Do    not    form    opinions    lilindly; 

Hastiness   to    troTiMe  teiule: 
Those   of    whom    wo    t<h<ing(lit    nnklndly. 

Oft    become    our    warme.st    friends." 

Such  will  l>e  realized  by  the  persecutors 
of  the  Latter  Day  Saints,  when  the  end 
Ivath  come. 

Why  not  eacli  child  of  our  republic 
.strive  to  have  that  sense  of  honor  burn 
within  his  or  her  bosom  that  actuated  the 
framers  of  the  Aanerican  Constituliion, 
which  allows  all  men  everywhere  thi,' 
right  to  worsliip  God  acccu-ding  to  the 
dictates  of  his  own  conscience? 

Why  not  honor  those  whom  nations 
reverence,  such  as  George  Washington. 
Lafayette  and  others,  who  fought  for  the 
right  to  serve  God  as  they  pleased? 

Why  not  partake  of  that  spirit  which 
mil  actuate  men  after  war  and  blood- 
shed has  ceased  and  Grod  will  have  them 
sit  every  one  under  his  vine  and  under 
his  own  fig  tree? 

What  would  it  be  to  the  world  should 
1  worship  a  false  God?  If  I  am  wrong, 
as  the  teachers  of  the  world  say,  why  not 
come  possessed  with  the  spirit  of  the 
Lord  and  in  humility  prove  our  errors  if 
we  have  them,  instead  of  trying  to  force 
us  to  accept  of  the  opinions  of  men? 

"The  rule  of  might  is  not  always  right." 
At  least  this  proved  to  be  a  fact  when 
Moses  w\as  hiil  in  the  ark  among  the 
flags,  and  when  Daniiel  was  cast  in  the 
lions'  den,  Joseph  sold  into  Egypt,  Noah 
and  family  against  the  world,  Christ 
taken  iiato  Egypt  while  Rachel  wept. 
Again,  when  all  had  forsaken  .Tesus  but 
the  twelve  and  he  them,  "Will  ye  also  go 
away'?"  and  Peter  answered  him.  Lord, 
to  whom  shall  we  go?  Thou  hast  the 
words  of  eternal  life."     John  vi.:6ll-<)9. 

Because  He  and  the  twelve  were  alone 
was  no  sign  they  were  wrong.  Because 
Paul  received  five  times  forty  stripes  save 
one  (II.  Cor.  xi.:24)  did  not  prove  he 
was  false.  Because  the  sect  was  every- 
where evilly  spoken  against  did  not  over- 
throw it.  Acts  xxviii.:2'2.  Neither  were 
they  rejected  of  God  because  they  were, 
considered  the  offscouring  of  all  things. 
I.  Cor.  iv.  :13. 

"Tis  true  there  have  been  some  who 
have  iionestly  persecuted  the  I^ord's  peo- 
ple, such  as  Paul,  but  they  were  not 
disciples  of  the  Nazarene  at  the  time 
tbey  persecuted.  This  is  in  accordance 
Avith  the  teachings  of  the  Bible  (John 
xvi.:2):  "They  shall  put  you  out  of  the 
synagogues:  yea,  the  time  cometh,  that 
whosoever  killefh  you  w-ill  think  that  he 
doeth  Grod  .service." 

We  may  ask  the  question  here,  who 
would  be  cast  out  of  the  synagogues? 
Only  one  answer  can  be  given,  the  .ser- 
vants  of   the   Tyord.      By    whom?     By   he

him.    L  John  iii.:L~>. 

Probably  the  same  ones  who  will  come 
up  and  say.  Lord,  Lord,  hive  we  not 
prophesied  in  iliy  n.iii  c?  .\nd  in  'hy 
name  cast  oul  dc\ilsV  .Vml  in  thy  name 
done  many  womlerful  works?  Probably 
the  devils  they  cast  out  are  the  servants 
of  the  l^jrd. 

It  has  become  a  noted  fail  that  the 
more  a  disciple  is  persecuted  the  stronger 
he  beconics  in  the  faith  of  Christ. 

President  Brigham  young  oinc  ^aid 
ili.il  ".Mormonism  is  so  conslriicled  that 
every  lime  it  is  kicked  it  will  roll  up 
hill." 

Last  .Tilly  I  had  occasion  (for  which  I 
am  th.inkfiil)  to  be  in  the  midst  f»f  bitter 
persecution,  anid  as  a  result  many  cime 
out  and  boldly  confessed  Christ. 

But  a  few  days  ago  one  nt  our  beautiful 
meeting  houses  was  burned  .unl  some  of 
our  brethren  and  friends  had  the  promise 
of  having  their  homes  burned  if  they  did 
not  cease  entertaining  the  "Elders  of 
Isr.iel,"  or  in  plainer  words,  taking  the 
place  of  a  "good  Stniorilan." 

Some  of  them  had  only  proven  friends 
to  the  Lord's  cause,  but  when  they  re- 
ceived such  bitter  tre.-itinent  for  C'hrist's 
sake  they  came  boldly  out  and  took  upon 
them  Christ's  name  by  baptism.  Cral. 
iii.:3U-27. 

Our  beloved  Savior  tells  us  !n  T.uRe 
xxi.  :12-13.  that  Ijefore  his  coming  they 
(that  is,  the  ungodly)  will  take  his  people 
and  persecute  them,  delivering  them  up 
to  the  synagogues,  and  into  prisons,  be- 
ing brought  before  kings  and  rulers  for 
his  name's  sake.  He  says,  "And  it  shall 
turn  to  you  for  a  testimony." 

Another  evidence  of  the  source  from 
which  persecution  comes  may  be  said  by 
deception.  'Tis  true  many  will  come  out 
with  boldness  during  our  absence  and 
with  that  member  which  James  siys  is 
unruly  will  score  us.  But  they  find  that 
Christ's  words  are  true:  "My  sheep  know 
my  voice  and  a  stranger  they  will  not 
follow."  Mob  violence  is  threatened  and 
often  carried  into  effect.  But,  like  the 
Pharisee  of  old,  they  come  as  a  thief  by 
night,  often  having  their  faces  disfig- 
uri'd  or  masked,  never  venturing  to  tell 
their  names.  I  -n-ill  give  a  verbatim  copy 
of  a  notice  that  was  tacked  to  the  gates 
of  two  humble  disciples: 

JIORMONS!     TAJvE  NOTICEIS 

An.v  person  known  to  ibe  a  follower  of 
Joe  Smith,  or  a  Mormon,  is  herebj'  noti- 
fied not  to  give  food,  shelter  or  other  aid 
to  any  Mormon  Elders,  Priests,  Prophets 
or  Divines  sent  out  by  the  Mormon 
Church. 

You  are  further  notified  not  to  hold  any 
meetings,  public  or  private,  of  the  Mor- 
mon faith  and  practice.  Such  person  or 
persons  as  may  be  found  guilty  of  violat- 
ing any  one  or  more  of  the  foregodng  re- 
strictions, if  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  baml,  will  be  dealt  with  according- 
ly  by  JUDGE  LY.NCH. 

Done  by  order  of  the  Band. 

This  Septemlber  17,   1808. 

How  much  different  from  the  way  their 
names  are  given  and  the  way  the  angel 
gave  his  nome  to  Zacharias.  Luke  i.:'9. 
The  angel  said,  "I  am  Gabriel,  that  stand 
in  the  presence  of  God,  and  am  sent  to 
speak  unto  thee,  and  to  shew  thee  glad 
tidings. 

Again,  when  Jesus  visited  Paul.  Paul 
said  unto  liim.  T-ord.  who  art  thou?  Je- 
sus diid  not  s«y  I  come  to  yuii  in  the  name 
of   a   mob  or  band,   but   he  said,   "1  am 


no 
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Jesus,  whom'  thou  porsecnlt'sl."  Ads 
ix.  :5.     Crod  never   uses  dcc'epliou. 

It  seeius  to  luo  thiit  any  one  ought  to 
1)0  able  to  disoorn  between  these  two 
spirits. 

I'aul  told  tlu'  Tlu'ssiilonian  Saints  Ihal 
"lie  that  di'spiseth,  despiselh  not  iiKin, 
butt  God."  Ho  no  doubt  learned  this 
w'hen  he  held  the  coats  of  Stephen's  as- 
sassins. When  Stephen  said,  "Lord,  la.v 
not  this  sin  to  tlioir  charf;e."  AIsn  when 
.lesus  said,  "1  am  Jesus  whom  thou  prr- 
secutest."  By  this  It  is  evident  the  Lord 
does  not  approve  of  persecution. 

Paul  said  to  Timothy  (II.  Timothy  idi.: 
12),  "Yea,  and  all  thai  will  live  godly  in 
Christ  Jesus  shall  suffer  persecution." 

The  Lord  said  to  .To'hn  (Uev.  iii.:9): 
"As  many  'as  I  love  1  rebuke  and  chasten, 
be  zealous,  therefore,  and  repent." 

This  is  ample  proof  to  the  Latter  Day 
Saiints  that  they  are  loved  of  (iod.  For 
truly,  He  chastens  them  every  moment 
of  their  lives.  And  that  justly,  too.  Dike 
the  Saints  of  old,  we  have  had  our  pmph- 
ets  killed,  our  temples  burned;  we  have 
been  mobbed  and  driven. 

Much  consolation  is  found  in  Ht'tbrcws 
xii.:5-S:  "And  ye  have  forgotten  the  ex- 
hortation which  speaketh  unto  you  as 
unto  children,  My  son,  despise  not  thou 
the  chastening  of  the  Lord,  nor  faint 
when  thou  art  rebuked  of  Him:  For 
whom  the  Lord  loveth  He  dhasteneth,  and 
scourgeth  every  son  whom  he  receiveth. 

If  ye  endure  chastening,  God'  dealeth 
\\'ith  you  as  with  sons;  for  what  son  is 
he  whom  'the  father  dhasteneth  not?  But 
if  ye  be  without  cliastisement,  whereof 
all  are  partakers,  then  are  ye  bastards, 
and  not  sons. 

A  bastard  is  an  illegitimate  child.  Paul 
here  tells  us  that  every  lawful  heir  (son 
of  God)  ™ll  receive  chastisement.  In 
fact,  God  will  and  is  going  to  have  a 
tried  people,  though  ihe  may  have  to  raise 
up  seed  unto  Abraham  from  the  stones. 
Matthew  iii.;0.  If  there  is  one  who  is 
called  a  Saint  that  is  not  chastised  he  no 
doubt  has  room  for  repou'tance.  Paul 
says  he  Who  is  (speaking  to  Saints)  not 
chastised  is  a  bastard.  Thait  means  he 
has  not  been  lawfully  born  into  the  king- 
dom. As  Simon  the  sorcerer  of  old, 
proved  to  be  an  unlawful  heir.  Acts 
viii.:13-24. 

If  we  ire  not  partakers  of  persecution 
we  have  need  to  fear,  least  we,  too,  have 
become  unlawful  heirs  of  God's  kingdom. 

He  who  stands  before  God  in  white 
robes  will  do  so  by  going  through  great 
tribulation,  for  by  so  doing  they  prove 
their  integrity  to  Him.  Rev.  vii.:l.;!-14. 
"And  one  of  the  Elders  answered,  saying 
unto  me.  What  are  these  which  are  ar- 
rayed in  white  robes';  And  whence  c.ime 
they':'  And  I  said  unto  him.  Sir,  thou 
knowest.  And  he  said  to  me,  These  are 
they  which  came  out  of  great  tribulation, 
and  have  washed  their  robes,  and  made 
them  white  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb." 

The  Saints  naist  covenant  with  God 
by  S'acrifice.  Psalms  l.:3-5.  God's  people 
must  always  be  ready  to  forsake  all  for 
Christ's  sake  or  they  are  not  worthy  of 
Him.  "So  likewise,  whosoever  he  lie  of 
you  that  forsaketh  not  all  that  he  hath, 
he  cannot  be  my  disciple."     Luke  xiv.:33. 

To  elucidate  this  wo  will  turn  to  Mat- 
thew xix.:21.:  "Jesus  mid  unto  him.  If 
thou  wilt  be  perfect,  go  and  sell  that 
thou  hast  and  give  to  the  poor,  and  thou 
shalt  have  treasure  in  heaven;  and  come 
and   follow  me." 

'Tis  true  the  world  (so-called  Chris- 
tian)  believe  and   declare   thit   there  are 


none,  neither  can  be  any  prophets  in  this 
day  to  be  killed  for  the  testimony  of 
.lesus.  But  the  writer  \\-ihich  they  are 
prone  to  say  closed  'the  canon  of  Scrip- 
ture, declares  unto  us  (Rev.  vi.:ll-12), 
"And  when,  he  had  opened  the  fifth  seal, 
1  saw  under  the  altar  the  souls  of  them 
tli'.it  were  slain  for  the  word  of  God,  and 
for  the  testimony  which  they  held:  And 
they  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  .saying,  IIow 
long,  1)  Lord,  holy  and  true,  dost  thou 
mil  judge  and  avenge  our  blood  on  !hem 
that  dwell  on  the  earth?  And  white 
robes  were  given  unto  every  one  of  tliem; 
and  it  was  said  unto  them  that  they 
should  rest  yet  for  a  little  season,  until 
their  fellow  servants  also  and  their  breth- 
ren, that  should  be  killed  as  they  were, 
should  ibe  fulfilled." 

We  learn  by  reailing  the  next  verse  that 
he  immediiately  seen  the  sixth  seal  opened, 
which  proves  the  slain  were  crying  dur- 
ing the  latter  part  of  the  fifth  seal,  and 
as  they  were  to  wait  until  their  fellow 
servants  and  brethren  should  be  killed  it 
Iilainly  implies  that  their  brethren  were 
to  be  slain  during  the  s:xth  seal.  Which 
would  mean  during  the  thousand  years 
in  which  we  are  living  or  later;  even 
reaching  umtil  the  two  prophets  who  are 
to  be  killed  in  Jerusalem  after  it  is  re- 
built.    Rev.   xi.:3-12. 

All  wo  have  written  in  God's  word 
proves  the  aphorism  "That  persecution  is 
the  heritage  of  the  Saints."  And  the 
acts  of  the  so-called  Christian  world 
proves  Paul's  divinity  as  a  propliet  when 
he  said,  "Yea,  and  all  that  live  Godly  in 
Christ  Jesus  shall  suffer  persecntiion."' 

Jesus  says  (Matt,  xviii.:?'):  "Woe  unto 
the  world  because  of  offenses!  for  it  must 
needs  be  that  offenses  come;  but  woe  to 
that  man  b.v  whom  the  offense  cometh!" 

Cheering  words  are  given  to  the  8aints 
liy  the  poet: 

"Tlhere    w^as    never    a    vaMey    but    Mlltops 
appear, 

Nor  a  sitorm   that's'  not  ispent  to  a  calm; 
Nor  a  pain  witliout  pleajsure.   a  liope  with- 
out  fear. 

Nor  wound  but  lias  al'ways.  a   balm! 
Tlie  teard'rop  of  siorrow  may  d'arUen  tluG  eye. 

Like  the   siin'ljcam.s  O'bscured   by   tJi«   rain, 
But    ttie    olnuds    wIM    disperse   over   tiope's 
gloomy   sky, 

Amd'  olieer  up   our   prospects'  again." 

Vv'e  who  know  and  are  watching  and 
praying  for  God's  coming  find  consolation 
in  these  words,  for  we  know  that  -Tesus 
soon  will  come  and  roll  back  the  dark 
clouds  of  persecution  and,  "Execute  judg- 
ment upon  all.  and  to  conviince  ,all  that 
are  ungodly  among  them  of  all  their  un- 
godly sinners  have  spoken  against  him. 
■luilge.     15. 

"Blessed'  is  he  who  as  persecuted  for 
Christ's  sake."  Let  us,  as  did  Paul,  glory 
in  tribulation.  I-et  us  all  suffer  for  well 
doing.  And  '"add  to  our  faith  virtue,-  to 
virtue  knowledge,  to  knowledge  temper- 
ance, to  temperance  patience,  to  patienue 
godliness,  to  brotherly  kindness  charity, 
for  charity  is  the  bond  of  perfectness." 
May  the  Lord  forgive  thoso  who  perse- 
cute us,  for  they  know  not  what  thpy  do. 
They  no  doiiibt  believe,  as  did  the  Kphe- 
sians,  "That  great  is  tlie  goddess  Diana." 

May  the  Saints  of  frod  stand  firm  and 
proudly  wave  the  banner  of  truth.  For 
"truth  is  mighty  and  will  prevail."

ing in  that  place  (Lav:uider)  they  wouid 
'raise  n  mob  of  1200  men,  who  \Yould  strap 
them  to  a  log  and  administer  fifty  lashes 
each.  This  did  not  intimidate  the  Elders, 
however,  but  tiie  delegation  were  invited 
to  come  out  Friday  niglit  and  they  would 
learn  why  they  were  visited,  and  what 
would  result  if  they  did  not  repent.  Fri- 
day night  come  and  a  large  audience 
greerted  the  Elders,  at  which  an  attempt 
was  (made  to  burn  tlie  arbor;  and  though 
it  had  been  s:tandiiug  for  over  a  year  by 
the  power  of  God  fhey  were  unable  to 
accomiplish  their  purpose,  iloreuver,  they 
held  ^a  series  of  meetings,  at  which  much 
good  was  done,  ouv  lady  promising,  if 
she  lived,  to  become  a  Latter-Day  Saint. 
That  preaching  iu  that  ncighborliood  had 
lust  its  charm  for  her  since  hearing  the 
Irue  (Jospel. 

They  then  left  fo<r  other  parts  of  the 
county,  meeting  with  varied  successes, 
after  which,  by  invitation,  they  retuiTicd 
to  Lavander,  and  held  another  series  of 
meetings,  resulting  in  the  cimvcrsion  and 
baptism  of  ten  honest  seekers  after  truth; 
ul'timately  baptizing  four  additional  per- 
sons, blessed  six  children,  organized  a 
Sunday  school  of  twenty-two  members 
and  applications  for  baptism  from  nine 
more  as  soon  as  warmer  weather  is  e.-;tab- 
lished. 

Elder  Tolman  closes  his  letter  with  a 
fervent  testimony  of  the  truth  of  the 
Worl;  and  the  Divinity  of  Joseph  Smith's 
calling. 

Eldw  I.ot  Smith,  one  of  the  wide-a- 
wabebrethren  of  the  Louisiana  conifer- 
eraee,  has  sent  an.  interesting  letter  detail- 
iuig  Ms  experiences  iu  .\la'bama,  Georgia 
ami  Louisiana  of  which  adds  strengt'hen- 
inig  testimony  to  his  faith.

When  we  completed  our  series 
of  meetings  the  mani  requesited  baptism, 
and  remarked,  'Elder  Smith,  when  you 
said  you  were  God's  witnesses  of  this 
thing,  it  was  more  than  I  could  stand, 
and  that  our  testimony  was  enough  to 
condemn  the  world.'  "

The  John  Morgan  Monument. 

For  some  years  tiiorc  has  been  more 
or  less  talk  lamong  the  Elders  who  la- 
bored in  the  southern  stat'^s  under  the 
presidency  of  the  late  Elder  John  Mor- 
gan, of  erecting  a  mcjnuinen't  gver  liis 
grave  as  a  token  ot  their  esteem  for  the 
man  they  learned  to  love.  At  last  the 
matter  has  taken  di'tiudte  form,  as  will 
appear  from  the  LOmmunication  ad- 
dressed by  the  brethren  signing  it  to  the 
Elders  who  labored  under  Kller  Morgan's 
presidency : 
To  all  Elders  Who  Labored  in  tlie  Southern 

IStatos    MisisioH'    Under    t'Ue   Presidency    of 

Elder  Joliu   Morgan: 

Dear  Bretliren — Far  suaue  time  past  a 
nuutber  of  prominent  Eiders  connected 
with  the  s'outliern  .states  mission  during 
the  long  presidency  of  the  late  Eldea' 
John  Morgan  have  'been  coneidering  the 
l>ropriety  of  manifesting  in  some  way  or 
oUier  tlieir  regard  for  him  .ind  perpet- 
uating his  memory  to  future  generations. 
Recently  it  beea.me  known  to  some  of 
them  that  the  First  Council  of  Seventy 
eoutemplated  the  erection  of  a  tombstone 
over  his  grave,  and  that  they  had  made 
an  appropriaion  for  that  purpose.  The 
ainiiu'.it  appropriated  l.)y  the  council  was 
the  samie  as  that  appropriated  for  a  like 
l)uri)ose  in  the  case  of  other  such  presi- 
dents who  have  died.  But  as  this  aimount 
would  only  be  sullicient  for  the  erection 
of  the  plainest  Idnid  of  a  tombstone  it 
was  thought  by  swnve  of  tlie  Elders  who 
had  labored  in  the  south  under  Elder 
Morgan's  presidency  that  if  it  was  only 
known  that  a  tombstone  was  to  be 
erected  over  the  remains  of  their  beloved 
president  that  they  would  not  only  be 
willing  but  anxious  to  niaike  a  contribu- 
tion that  in  the  aggregate  wouUl  so  swell 
the  amount  appropriated  by  the  First 
Oonncil  of  .Seventies'  as  to  erect  a  more 
pretentious  monument  to  perpetuate  the 
im»mory  of  this  great  missionary  presi- 
dent. Accordingly  it  was  determined  to 
afford  them  such  an  owortunity ;  and 
after  consultation  with,  and  aijproval  of 
those  rightfully  concerned  in  the  case  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  take  the 
matter  in  hiand. 

B.  H.  Roberts,  J.  G.  Kimball,  ■William 
Spry,  Elias  S.  Klmiliall  ami  Ben  E.  Rich 
were  made  the  committee. 

The  plan  of  procedure  of  the  committee 
is  very  simple.  The  object  is  to  give  all 
the  Eldiers  who  labored  under  Elder  Mor- 
gan in  the  south — ^from  January,  ISTS, 
when  he  took  tli'P  ovei-sight  of  the  mis- 
sion, to  J.anuary  4th,  ISSS,  when  he  was 
honorably  released^ — an  opportunity  to  ex- 
press their  regard  for  the  man  under 
whoee  direction  and  wise  counsel  so  many 
hundreds  la'bored  in  the  southern  states 


mission  during  those  years  that  were 
so  fraught  '\rith  imany  dangers  to  the  ser 
vants  of  God  and  bitter  prejudice  againist 
the  imessage  with  which  they  were  com- 
missioned. , 

A  letter,  therefore,  setting  forth  this 
purpose  has  been  sent  to  as  many  of 
the  Eldiers  who  labored  under  Elder  Mor- 
;;ian's  presidency  who-se  ijreseut  addresses 
can  be  ascertained,  asking  them  to  con- 
tribute what  tiiey  may  seem  proper  for 
the  pur.posc  of  erectir.g  a  suitable  monu 
ment  over  his  grave. 

Elder  .T.  G.  Kiml>all  has  been  appointed 
treasurer  of  the  fund,  and  all  remit- 
tances should  be  iM'ouiptly  forwarded  to 
him.  Ills  address  is  No.  3ti  East  First 
North  strci^t,  .Salt  Lake  City.  After  a 
reasonable  time  has  ibeen  granted  to  af- 
ford all  an  opportunily4o  contribute,  such 
funds  as  m'Ey  have  accumulated  in  the 
hands  of  the  coimniittee  will  be  em.pl<jyed 
in  the  erection'  of  the  rm  )u' iment  con- 
toniiplated. 

We  do  not  feel  called  upon  the  ir.'.ge  th.^ 
worthiness  of  the  late  ICIder  John  Jlor- 
gau  to  be  thus  rem^iribered;  his  lasting 
fricudshiip  aud  devotion  to  the  Elders  who 
labored  with  him  in  the  south  are  re- 
mem'bered  by  all  those  who  we^'e  so  fort- 
unate; ami  to  afford  thS'm  this  O'Pportu- 
nity  to  perpetuate  his  memiry  in  tlie  way 
proposed  is  all  sutficient  to  secure  the 
neces'sary  I'esponse. 

In  consequence  of  so  many  of  the  El- 
ders who  la'bored  under  Eiider  Morgan 
having  changed  their  addressi's  siirce  bliey 
were  released  from  the  South,  this  letter 
is  published  in  the  "News,"  and  all  those
